
VALID DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE 
OF CITIZENSHIP OR LAWFUL PRESCENCE

The Oklahoma Real Estate Commission (OREC) participates in the Systematic Alien Verification for Entitlements
(SAVE) Program, which is an intergovernmental information-sharing initiative designed to aid in determining non-
citizens applicant's immigration status (lawful presence), and thereby ensuring only US Citizens and eligible non-
citizens receive government benefits, such as licenses. OREC may only issue licenses to US Citizens or Qualified
Aliens (non-US citizens) who present valid documentary evidence of one (1) of the following:
